“CLEO FROM 5 TO 9:30,” it makes for 
some eerie effects. 

The part of Julius Caesar in the film is 
brilliantly portrayed by Huntz Hall of 
Bowery Boys and East Side Kids fame. 
We had a little trouble with Huntz over 
the billboard for the picture. He didn’t 
want to be in the billboard. In fact, 
Huntz didn’t want to be in the picture. 
He only consented when we told him we 
were co-titling our picture: “BOWERY 
BOYS ON THE NILE.”

For our directors, we couldn't get Jo- 
seph Manciewitz—he was on another as- 
signment, so we got the next best thing 
— Arnie Gorcey — no relation. At least 
Leo told us they were no relation, but 
they went home together. Our screen- 
writer was Robert Trevor. He's no rela- 
tion — to Leo Gorcey. And they never 
went home together. 

The budget for 20th Century Fox's 
“CLEOPATRA” was 32 million dollars. 
Our budget was $6,400 and that included 
salaries. Our picture runs 58 minutes. In 
“CLEOPATRA,” the opening credits run 
that long. You can see that we had to 
economize. 

We couldn’t film Cleopatra's entrance 
into Rome on such a grand scale as in the 
Fox movie, so in our version, Huntz Hall 
describes Cleo’s entrance into Rome as he 
sees it through a window. In "CLEO- 
PATRA,” that scene cost $400,000. In 
our film it cost us only $2.89 for the win- 
dow cleaner, 

To save on exterior shots. In our ver- 
sion, Leo doesn’t deliver Mark Anthony’s 
eulogy of Caesar in a cemetery, he does 
it inside the funeral parlor. 

The picture opened in Tenafly, New 
Jersey, and was well received by the film 
critics, Brosley Crowther of the New 


York Times said: “It's a dirty, filthy 
film." We use that in all our ads, Walter 
Kerr, of the N.Y. Herald Tribune, had a 
different opinion. He wrote: “It's a dirty, 
filthy and disgusting film.” More people 
seemed to agree with Kerr than with 
Crowther. These were the two film critics 
who liked the picture the most. 

Mike Connelly, of the Hollywood Re- 
porter, called it the best fight film he 
ever saw. One critic called it “Another 
Taras Bulba.” We couldn't understand 
this comment, but when we investigated, 
we found out this reviewer had gone to 
the wrong theater and seen "TARAS 
BULBA” again. 


“Cleopatra” had 14,000 extras. All we 
had were the original “Bowery Boys” 
who were previously known as the “EAST 
SIDE KIDS.” We asked Leo Gorcey why 
they called themselves "THE BOWERY 
BOYS” and Leo replied: “What should 
we call ourselves — the Bowery Girls?” 

That may give you some idea why 
Claire Trevor wasn't thrilled over the 
idea of an off-camera romance with Leo. 
However for the newsreels of the film's 
premiere in Tenafly, Claire did sit next 
to Leo. Actually, they sat ten rows apart 
and we just spliced the theater.
